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Condensed thoughts on 
THE FUTURE OF EUROPEAN CIVILIZATION 
ANCIENT EUROPE AND MODERN EUROPE 


«The European civilization is in decline,» is a statement heard very often in 
current conversations. Nowadays, we study about ancient Europe, its history and 
civilization, and we admire the achievements of the past but we always have a 
question in our mind: «what is the relation of that distant past with the present, 
today’s Europe?». At first sight, it seems that the answer is negative -none—or, in the 
best occasion, it is simply accepted that the cultural bases of today’s Europe and the 
Western world originate in the Greco-Roman antiquity. But let us analyze this 
relationship further focusing on politics and civilization. Making a leap from ancient 
times to today, we will connect human experience in European antiquity with Europe 
of the 21“ century and we will try to give a possible reply or a direction to the 
question about the future of European civilization. 

The last social and political revolution in Europe took place in May 1968 in 
France and the reference we make here is to the real dimensions of the events and not 
to the mythology that sprang afterwards. In the last three centuries, France has been 
the hotbed of new ideas and the field of social and political conflict of the various old 
regimes with the new radical ideologies and political trends. Since the middle of the 
20" century, the European Left has demonstrated its political and social views with 
their culmination in the events of May 1968 in France and in other Western European 
cities. Therefore, the central point of reference in the political developments in 20" 
century Europe and how they influenced the beginning of the 21* century must be the 
communist and socialist ideologies of the era as well as the political phantoms of the 
previous century, fascism, Nazism, and generally totalitarianism. 

In antiquity, Europe tried kingship/hegemony, oligarchy and democracy and 
Aristotle wrote his essay about the political systems until his era and drew his own 
conclusion. In the Classical and Hellenistic Ages of the ancient Greek world, 
democracy, in various forms, was tested in the Greek city-states of the Mediterranean 
and mainland Greece many times in parallel with oligarchies, hegemonies or king- 
ship. Until the 20" century and mainly excluding the Italian Cities of the Renaissance, 
kingship had been the prevailing political system in Europe. It was then, at the be- 
ginning of the previous century, when totalitarianism began to emerge in the form of 
fascism and Nazism supported by the people, the crowds of European farmers and 
workers. In parallel and for more than a century, socialist ideas on various bases and 
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shades of colors had gradually crystallized in the creation and operation of communist 
Soviet Union (USSR) state in the 1920s. The poverty among the workers in industri- 
alized England, the poverty of farmers and workers in Central and South Europe as 
well as the political aspirations of certain leaders of the agrarian and labor movements 
gave flesh and bones to the totalitarian regimes/states that were established in Italy, 
Russia (later Soviet Union, USSR) and Germany of the interwar period. The 
aspirations of the masses who supported the emergence of those regimes were very 
high because the promises offered by the leaders were very high and attractive. In the 
first half of the 20" century and for a variety of reasons every time, Europe was 
steeped in blood in the two World Wars and, after them, the stars of fascism in Italy 
and Nazism in Germany which were set as a herald of a better future for the masses, 
died out just before the middle of the century. Spain, which was neutral in World War 
II, maintained for a number of years its authoritarian regime in postwar Europe. 
Immediately after World War II, the only state that retained the hopes of a certain part 
of the masses and the intellectuals in Europe for a better tomorrow was the Soviet 
Union. Between 1922 and 1953, the governing of the Soviet Union by Josef Stalin 
and an under formation party nomenclature, within which the different opinion from 
that of the General Secretary of the Party (Stalin) ended up in automatic arrest and 
execution (Stalinist purges), gradually raised questions among the intellectuals as well 
as among members of the communist parties in Europe as to how compatible was the 
soviet governing with the socialist/communist principles of Karl Marx and Vladimir 
Lenin. Therefore, in France, on the one hand, there were doubts regarding the soviet 
path for the building of socialism and, on the other, a sturdy support of that path by 
philosophers such as Paul Sartre, who insisted in the use of violence for the 
imposition of communist ideas. 

The writings of certain thinkers of the 20" century, such as Hanna Ardent, 
Louis Althusser, Nicos Poulantzas and Cornelius Kastoriadis, reflect the ideological 
criticism of the political systems of the previous century. Hanna Ardent analyzed and 
criticized totalitarianism in the form of communism and Nazism. Among a number of 
intellectuals, mainly French, who criticized real (20" century) socialism, its theories 
and practices, were Althusser and Poulantzas, who stepped on the traces of Leninism 
in order to rationalize from a theoretical point of view the application of 
socialist/communist ideas in the function of the state. Althusser accepted that the state 
and its function is an oppressive mechanism but he also introduced the aspect of the 
ideological mechanisms of the state. Poulantzas led the discussion a little further. 
According to Poulantzas, the state must be considered as a relationship between 
classes and class shares. Also, power is a type of a relationship because of the 
extension of the state in everyday life (social security, police, psychiatric, judicial net- 
works of control). Moreover, Poulantzas, stressed his opinion that socialism is either 
democratic or it is not socialism. However, in this theoretical discussion on power and 
state, he who distant himself was Kastoriadis. At the beginning, he fought the soviet 
regime as bureaucratic capitalism from the pages of the journal Socialisme ou 
Barbarie (1948-1967). Later, he developed his views in the book L'Institution 
imaginaire de la société (1975), in which he claims that any social change derives 
from nothing (ex nihilo, ancient Greek Chaos) because society itself determines its 
pathway and its development without any predefined direction. He rejects both 
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capitalist and communist societies and generally Marxism as an ideology and praxis 
because they are nothing else but two faces of the same coin. In his search for a 
different path to the «institution» (French: institution) of the society he turned his 
attention to the ancient Greek model of power and the autonomy of the Greek city- 
states. He concluded that the ancient Greek city-state was based on the small traders 
and not on slavery, the geographical position of the Greek territory or the phalanx 
(soldiers) of the citizens. As it was the case with the Italian Cities of the Renaissance, 
autonomy was a characteristic of the Greek city-states in antiquity. In the final 
conclusion of his theory, he does not propose that we mimic the political organization 
of the city-states but that we are inspired for the creation of a new form of democratic 
government. It is interesting to note that after the European historical experience of 
kingship/hegemony, totalitarianism, and western democracy throughout the centuries 
of historical making, a European intellectual returns to the ancient Greek past and the 
experience of the function of the city-states through the establishment of laws by 
autonomous communities for their political, social, and financial operations. 

Therefore, by using Kastoriadis’s idea to study again the function of the Greek 
city-states and think of the European political, social, and financial future, Greek an- 
tiquity returns as a theme to the theoretical political discussion of the 21* century. 
This is because the collapse of real socialism in 1989-1990 in East Europe and the So- 
viet Union and the transformation of China into capitalistic communism re-introduces 
the main question of the 20" century: which is going to be the desired or prevailing 
political system in Europe of the 21* century. At least today (2020), it appears that it 
is going to be the western European system of parliamentary democracy. Indeed, 
Kastoriadis asks us to think of a different democratic system compared to the current 
typical parliamentary democracy. His thought focuses on the fact that the societies 
themselves need to institute their laws so that they are able to change them at any 
moment with procedures of participant democracy. Overall, in the complex world of 
the 21“ century it is required that a number of other parameters are taken into con- 
sideration so that the desired political system is specifically determined. 

The second bridge that we need to take into consideration between the Ancient 
European world and today’s Europe is civilization and the central person in our dis- 
cussion is Albert Camus. Camus, who denied Christianity, Marxism, and Existential- 
ism, came to Athens in 1955 and spoke and discussed about the future of European 
civilization with Greek intellectuals of the era. Luckily, poet Andreas Empeirikos 
recorded on a tape recorder the exchange of ideas in that meeting. Evangelos 
Papanoutsos, a Greek thinker who later wrote about the crisis of civilization, initiated 
the discussion on the European civilization and its future. Although the discussions 
occasionally connect the Ancient Greek world with the cultural situation in the then 
post-war Europe, the themes that occupied the minds of Camus and the Greek 
intellectuals are revealed. Camus claims that the European civilization is pluralistic, a 
multitude of thoughts, antitheses, opposing values, everlasting dialectics. 

Some of the topics that are discussed below are mentioned or derived from the 
discussion. The first topic, which was under consideration as one of the values of Eu- 
ropean civilization, was the metron (moderation). The classical metron, Camus 
claims, was in the Greek world the recognition of contradiction and its support by any 
available means. Metron is the outcome of a common effort. A different subject was 
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that of kallos (beauty). Ancient Greek kallos comes forward to our times and places 
itself next to modern painting, sculpture, artistic installations and it finally inspires 
current artists. Worth mentioning is an exhibition (2019-2020) that took place at the 
Museum of Cycladic Art in Athens with works by Pablo Picasso and ancient Greek 
artifacts which inspired him. One more theme in ancient Greek and Latin poetry are 
the passions that tantalize humans throughout ages and were first recognized as 
universal by the ancient tragedy writers. Those subjects return to us over and over in 
timeliness from today’s novels, plays, film scenarios and many more and ask today’s 
writers to think of them and to quest for answers. One more ancient Greek topic is 
scientific knowledge. Plato, Aristotle and many other philosophers/scientists of the 
European ancient world set the foundations and the basic principles of thought upon 
which modern disciplines, from history to political science, astronomy, physics, 
biology and many more along with their branches, were built. However, we need to 
credit ancient Rome with the basis of the operations and the structure of modern 
European democracy. Roman law constitutes the corner stone of today’s European 
laws, centered around the German and French legal systems, and upon which political 
democratic systems are founded. In the discussions with Camus, Greek painter Nikos 
Chatzikyriakos-Gikas posed the question whether today (1955) we can repeat 
paraphrased Isocrates’s saying that European can be named the person who 
participates in European education. I believe that today (2020), we can accept this 
aphorism with greater certainty compared to the past (1955). Moreover, in 1946, poet 
T. S. Eliot spoke of the unity of European culture and using Christianity as the 
unifying essence connected ancient Greek, Roman, and Hebrew cultures with the 
unified culture of victors and defeated in post-Word War II Europe. 

The study therefore of history, archaeology and civilization of the ancient Eu- 
ropean world will make us understand both antiquity as well as aspects of today’s 
world. Politicians, business people, scientists and scholars as well as the educated 
public must be acquainted with general and specific issues of antiquity not to be 
taught direct lessons but to use them as human experience and possibly as models for 
the generation of modern ideas and practices. History can not teach lessons because 
the same events cannot be repeated in the future but it can constitute and it does con- 
stitute valuable human experience for today. Therefore, returning to Camus and his 
discussion companions in Athens of 1955, the question about the future of the Euro- 
pean civilization rekindles. Those elements that compose today the civilization of our 
continent can be summarized in a few substantial points. The oldest inhabitants of the 
continent have acquired an experience of at least 3000 years in the same geographical 
area. In the long history of Europe, there have been at least two periods of cultural 
revival of the European civilization after the Greek and Roman civilizations. The first 
one was what is called by the historians the beginning of the Middle Ages in Western 
Europe and Byzantium (or East Roman Empire) in the East without sympathy for the 
obscurantist perception of certain historians for that era. The second period of 
European cultural revival was of course the Renaissance, that is the intense study of 
ancient authors and the consideration of and discussion on their works. One could see 
the beginning of a possible third renewal at the end of the 20" century after the 
collapse of the then real socialism and the rise of globalism. That is, The End of 
History and the Last Man as it was recently repeated by the American political sci- 
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entist Francis Fukuyama. The global position of Europe has changed. Although the 
European political and financial union are in their infancy, social unification has pro- 
gressed. It has been the first time in European history that one European begins to 
know the other better and face to face. Ease of movement for studies, work, leisure as 
well as permanent residence in a different country from a European’s country of birth 
and apart from the differences among them, have begun to create peoples who un- 
derstand each other, at least in the basics. The whole continent is driven by a wind of 
democracy with some reservations for the eastern part of it but with most of the coun- 
tries completely free of censorship and authoritarianism. The common 
civilization/culture (values), which includes electronic exchange (Internet) of photos, 
videos, views and ideas is already shown while it is translated (if needed) from one 
language to another and can be owned by all Europeans. 

In Greece, intellectuals of the Extreme Left were certain that capitalism would 
not be able to overcome the crisis of the end of the 20" century, which had already be- 
gan in the 1970s as a world crisis, and supported in their articles the view that 
socialism had to come from the bottom up and that the most successful socialist 
period was that of the Stalinist regime. All those who studied the capitalist system 
confirm that crises existed and will continue to exist. So far, capitalism has managed 
to survive all of its crises even the most catastrophic ones such as those of the two 
World Wars of the 20" century. On the other hand, real socialism/communism was 
unable to overcome its first great crisis and collapsed or was transformed into a 
different political system in less than a century. Economist Roger E. A. Farmer 
confirms that capitalist markets are not perfect but they have always rewarded at least 
in Europe human ideas and efforts and might be able to free humans from poverty. 
Ideally, he writes, in a society where the foremost priority would be the elimination of 
inequality, the desired system would be socialism or communism. But these efforts in 
the Soviet Union and Maoist China failed. Nobody remembered 100 years after the 
Russian Revolution (1917) to open the capsule inscribed «To be opened in 2017», 
which was buried with an official ceremony by the pupils of Moscow in 1967 and 
contained a letter to their descendants so that they «could compare the dreams [they 
made in 1967] with the reality [of 2017]». Nevertheless, should we read again with a 
critical eye Marx as a student of capitalism? Regardless of the problems in the first 
half of the 20" century, the market system has survived and has proven that it was 
effective in solving social problems mainly because it operates with political and 
institutional systems that evolve as the policy makers learn from their mistakes. «In 
the nineteenth and twentieth centuries, Western democracies evolved systems of 
political rights that allowed working and middle-class citizens to share in the benefits 
of markets». Therefore, those classes had no reason to overturn democracies or to 
seek for a better life in different political systems. The recipe though for the decrease 
of financial inequality among citizens must be the European one, that of 
predistributive policies such as: «national minimum wages, greater worker 
protections, and free access to public education and health care». The theoretical basis 
of the above is the essay On Liberty of the father of liberalism John-Stuart Mill. But 
on the very opposite of his political thought is Antonio Gramsci according to whom 
revolution is a «never fulfilled perfection» which is ever changing. However, it was 
Mill who wrote that «the true ancestors of the European nations [...] are not those 
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from whose blood they are sprung, but those from whom they derive the richest 
portion of their inheritance. The battle of Marathon, even as an event in English 
history, is more important than the battle of Hastings. If the issue of the day had been 
different, the Britons and the Saxons might still have been wandering in the woods». 
The significance of sustainable democracy and its continuous struggle for survivor is 
condensed in John Dewey’s phrase: «democracy is a fighting faith». 

What unites Europe today (2012), says French philosopher André Glucks- 
mann, is European civilization and western thought. Its characteristics are those that 
have been delivered to us by Socrates, Plato, Aristotle: the human being is not the 
measure for everything and it submits to failure and evil. Glucksmann reviews briefly 
European history and he finds only conflicts among Europeans, which in his opinion 
confirm a stillborn European Union. That Europe does not correspond to any intellec- 
tual, historical, philosophical, political standard. He reacts to the view that Europe to- 
day is a beacon of freedom and human rights. He believes, though, that Europe is still 
a ground of ideas although European thought is fragmented. Greece of 2012, he says, 
as an example of anti-Europeanism, was against Germany, for Serbia and often for 
Russia. However, the European Union saved Greece in the period of the great 
financial crisis (2010-2019) not only for geostrategic reasons but for sentimental 
reasons as well. Jean-Claude Juncker, in his 2019 farewell address said: «Nous avons 
redonné a la Gréce la dignité qu'il convient de lui donner.» A western European 
sentimentalism that has saved Greece since Friedrich Schiller wrote his «Die Gotter 
Griechenlandes» (1788) and Percy Shelley his drama Hellas (1821). 

In Europe, though, after a long period of philosophical dialectics between 
German and French philosophers, which was interrupted by the May 1968 events, it is 
about time for a new approach on civilization, on a new basis and by young 
intellectuals. In 1974, André Malraux explained that the cultural renaissance was not 
going to come by the technological advancements but by the «formation de l’-homme» 
through the family and the nation, based on the models («type exemplaire») which 
will be created. This is what the ancient Greeks called agoge (education) and the 
search for arete (virtue). Of course, then, he looked toward the Soviet Union and 
China. «China and Greece ought to teach themselves from the profound wisdom of 
their ancient civilizations», wrote the Chinese president in 2919. But Camus, says, 
that European intellectuals should get away off the provincial conception of 
civilization and must have diverse and fertile ideas. Kastoriadis tried to search for a 
new road, that of ancient Greek city-states, focusing on ancient Greek political 
thought and practice. 

The new direction of the European civilization must be a new reading of 
ancient Greek writings but in the light of French and German speaking thought in 
matters of civilization in a wider sense (politics, society, literature, science), without 
excluding English thought on parliamentarism and on other subjects as well as Italian 
thought on a number of issues, all of them independently of any color and its shades. 
It might be heard as a stereotype but the future of European civilization sought by the 
intellectuals of the 21“ century must draw again from the ancient Greek thought as 
well as from every dimension of the slogan «l'tmagination prend le pouvoir» within a 
healthy and regulated capitalism. It must be like «lilacs out of the dead land». A new 
era in Europe with the European Union and in Greece after the end of the Greek

Metapolitefsis period (1974-2019). Faithfully following Alber Camu's exhortation to 
observe the ancient Greek essence of the metron (moderation): «pour étre assurés 
d’observer la mesure, seule maitresse des fléaux.»
